“Countdown in Dallas,” told ’ 
newsmen, “I am through with i 
it and out I'll have nothing to < 
do with the film.” , 

The district attorney denied 
that he had been offered $20,- 
000 by producer Robert Lar- 
sen of Colorado Springs to ap* . 
pear in the documentary and 
to make his personal files on • 
the assassination available to 
Larsen. t 

He did say he had spoken to . 
Larsen about the movie on i 
several occasions, and also ad- 1 
mitted that he was a director a 
of Flag Star Inc., which holds 
the rights to the script. 
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
